Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8-21 allowed. 

For Claim 8: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the claimed 
combination: a coil controlled by the processor unit to receive an inductive data 
communication by listening for an inductive source to alternate between an energized 
and a de-energized stale at regular intervals while in the polling mode and configured 
for receiving the inductive energy; 

For Claim 16: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: using the processor unit to control a pickup coil in the power 
adapter to wirelessly receive an inductive polling message from a source by listening for 
an inductive charging source to alternate between an energized and a de-energized 
state at regular intervals
